W illia m Hohenzollern, Germ an emperor and king of Prussia, has 
decided to renounce the throne. 
This declaration is made in a decree 
issued at Berlin by the German im perial chancellor, Prince M axim il­ 
ian, of Baden. 
The Germ an crown prince will also 
renounce 
the 
throne and a regency will be set up. 


Prin ce M axim ilian w ill remain in office 
until 
m atters 
connected 
with the em peror's abdication are settled, and Friederich Ebert, vice 
president of the social dem ocratic party, w ill replace him as chancel­ 
lor during the regency. 


T h irty years and alm ost five 
months after he ascended the 
impe­ 
rial throne W illia m Hohenzoilern, his arm ies defeated 
in 
the 
field, 
forced to sue for arm istice term s and the Germ an people rising in re­ 
volt, gives up his power. 
He cam e into authority with his country : t 
the threshold of an era of peace and m aterial progress; he leaves it 
torn by revolution and supering fro m the hardships and sacrifices of 
more than four years of w ar— virtu ally ruined. 


Ernest August, Duke of Brunsw ick, son-in-law of the emperor, al­ 
so has abdicated and renounced the rights of his heir. 


Germ any has not yet made reply concerning the arm istice terms 
presented by Marshal Foch. 
It is reported the Germ an courier bound 
to German headquarters had d ifficu lty in crossing the battle zone and 
probably was not able to reach Spa until Saturday. 
The first tw en­ 
ty-four of the seventy-two hours given Germ any has expired and the 
second twenty-four hour period is passing rapidly. 


W ith the passing from power of W illiam 
Hohenzollern, 
all 
the 
heads of the governm ents of the central powers when they entered 
the war have died or lost their thrones. 
Em peror Francis Joseph and 
the su tan of turkey died before th e ir countries agreed to arm istice 
tern s arid Ferdinand of Bulgaria abdicated to be succeeded 
by 
his 
son, to give up the throne when his people rose against him. 
The 
other European ruler, Nicholas Rom anoff, was deposed 
in 
March 
1917, and murdered in Ju ly , 1918. 


Anticipate Acceptance of Term s. 


W ashington, Nov. 9.— G erm any's decision on the arm istice terms 
presented to its envoys by M arshal Foch has not been made known, 
so far as the Am erican governm ent was advised . Although expecting 
an announcem ent at any moment o ffic ia ls did not overlook the pos­ 
sibilities of delay as the result of momentous events transpiring within 
the borders of Germ any. 
At first the announcem ent 
from 
Berlin 
of 
the decision of Em peror W illiam to abdicate was taken to indicate ac­ 
ceptance of the allied and A m erican term s had been decided upon, and 
probably the kaiser had declared his intention to renounce the throne 
rather than be a party to accepting such drastic term s as are known 
to have been imposed. 
On the other hand, it was pointed out that with the kaiser out, 
those responsible for the conduct o f the governm ent at Berlin might 
possibly ask for a modification of the conditions. 
There 
can 
be 
no 
m odifications, however, and the arm istice must be accepted or reject­ 
ed within the time set by M arshal Foch— 11 o’clock Monday morning, 
French time. 


The one thing that officials emphasized was that w hatever might 
happen within Germ any at this date could make no difference in the 
m ilitary program of the allied and Am erican governm ents and un­ 
less the acceptance of the allied term s is forthcom ing 
the 
uninter­ 
rupted advance of the victorious arm ies w ill continue until the white 
flag of surrender appears. 
M ilitary men as well as civilian officials 
and diplom atic observers regard acceptance of the 
arm istice 
terms, 
harsh as the Germ ans may deem them, as inevitable. 
Knowledge that 
the arm y is beaten and soon must be in retreat across its own bor­ 
ders, probably to join in the revolution at home ,is regarded as certain 
to force the most obstinate among the enemy to yield w ithin the time 
allotted. 


The belief here is th a t if the Hohenzollern dynasty 
actually 
has 
ended W illiam ll, lik e K a r l of A u s tria - H u n g a ry , knowing the time of 
his going was near, refused to perm it history to reco rd that he signed 
the documents which must co m p le te ly destroy G e rm a n m ilitary power 
and require Germ any in advance to subm it to any term s of peace 
w hich her enemies m ay choose to impose. 
W hen it comes to a conclus.on of perm anent peace, of course th? 
victorious associated nations will deal only with authority set up by 


the Germ an people fully warranted on entering on an international 


agreem ent. 
The terms of arm istice w ill be sufficient guarantee the 


Germ ans w ill not again endanger th e ir neighbors w hile this govern­ 
ment is being set up . The conditions of perm anent 
peace 
which 


w ill be dictated w ill safeguard the future.
